“So much confusion exists on the 
| relation of immigration to empldoy- 
|ment, that 1 welcome the opportunity 
| Lo outline what I know to be the true 
condition jin this regard. The fact 
that Kiwanis stepped out ahead of the 
| whole country and sounded the clarion 
}call of- in‘migration, seiected and 
| directed; is well-known? 

“Permit me to say a few words upon 
my qualifications td speak tonight on 
| this issue, I went to Southern Al- 
| berta in 1900, before there was a road, 
| plow or farm fence in the country: 
| My first purchase was a borse and 
saddle, which cotstituted the means 
of transport, and, as intimated, we 
could ride for miles jn any direction 


without boti(mig “Abéut roads or 
fences. The main highway was the 


Benton. Trail, whieh rain from Fort 
Benton, at. the head of the Missouri 
| River in Mofttana, through Southern 
Alberta to Calgary, the divisional 
| headquarters of the Royal North West 
| Mounted Police, and that trail mean- 
| dered, though it Was the shortest way 
jto a given point, avoiding the coulees 
jand leading to the river crossings at 
fords and bridges. 

“It was about 1906 that the first ear- 
jload of turkey red Kansas hard fall 
wheat seed arrived for sowing at 
Spring Coulee in Southern Alberta— 
jand Alberta began to produce in vol- 
ume. the famous Alberta red hard 
wheat about the same time, and it was 
in 1915,-or within ten years of the be- 
ginning -of Clifford Sifton’s campaign, 
that Lethbvidge, which had grown to 
}a beautiful city of - 14,000, 
50,000,000 bushels of wheat through 
its yards. This accomplishment, to 
my knowledge, within fifteen years ot 
the time when there was not a plow 
on the land anywhere,-was the result 
of immigration alone.

The mill man 
hires railroad cars.and crews to trans- 
fer the sawn lumber to the prairie 
yards in fulfillment of the orders—im- 
mediately you have started employ- 
ment of labor.. Now, the mill wants 
chinery renewals, chain, cant dogs, | 
peavies, pulleys, belting and a lot of | 
other things, all of which are manu- 
factured in eastern factories, The 
mill wants, in addition to hay and 
oats for horses, subsistence of all 
kinds for the crews, capned goods 
galore. Clothing, underwear, shoes 
and stockings, overalls, caps, _ ete., 
which were not then manufactured 
west of the Great Lakes. Orders for 
these had to go to wholesale houses 
in Calgary, Winnipeg and Vancouver, 
who réplenished from eastern: mills. 
It must be perfectly clear to you that 
if heavy orders are sent to the east- 
ern mills that they must hire men to 
fill those orders. The rajiroad must 
repair and maintain freight cars andj 
Tocomotiyes to take care of this. busi-| 
ness; and what ‘happens when the 
lumber arrives at the retail yard?

Against Extermination 
Just now we are hearing a great deal 
about our forest resources, their con+ 
evervation and their destruction. The 
Federal and Provincial Governments, 
organized clubs, pulp and paper asso- 
clauions, schools, churches, radio sta- 
tions and theatres are co-operating in 
emphasizing the necessity of provent- 
ing forest fres-and conserving our 
* Canadian forest rosources, ‘anys the 
natural resources intelligence servite 
of the department of the interior. 
‘The potential valuo of the forests as 
@ very great asset is boing emphatical- 
ly stressed, but the value of the for- 
ests as a source of employment affocts 
us all vitally at such a time as ‘the 
present when the employment problem 
is acuie, Then how many of our in- 
dustries, directly or indirectly, rely on 
the forests for their necessary equip- 
ment and supplies. In connection 
with sports, euch a8 hunting and fish- 
fhg, the value of the forest is of first 
importance, for if the forests were 
destroyed, these sporta would rapid- 
ly become non-existent. The beauty 
of the forests, lakes and mountains, 
the abundance of game and fish, at- 
tract many visitors and provides 
health and pleasure, also a large an- 
oual reyenue to Canadians. 
Forests grow, mature, doteriorate 
and decay, “Once a tree has attain- 
“ed maiurity nothing is to be gained 
by postponing its cutfing. When cut- 
ting the ma ‘ure tree, however, the pro- 
tection of the small tree struggling for 
its existence nearby ‘should be assur- 
ed. ‘The small trees of today are our 
» forests of the future. 
"Dr. C. D. Howe, dean of the faculty 
| of forestry, University of Toronto, 
suggests that¥in each district where 


timber rights are granted; the aver- 


age -dnnual growth per_acre be ascer- 
tained and only the larger trees, to an 
extent not the annual 
érowth of timber as a whole per acre, 
be cut.

The United States departrrent of ag- 
riculture tn June, 1924, issued a bulle 
tin which started wheat prices on the 
up-grade. It reported crop conditions 
at that time to be the worst in twelve 
years, and estimated a yleld 93,000,000 
bushols below that of 1928. A re 
markable improvement in the weather 
changed the whole situation and gave 
the country one of the best crops in 
recent yeors, but the price remained 
higher because of lower production in 
Canada and elsewhere, Another bul 
letin of the United States department 
of agriculture, published recently,

Tt says that indications point 
to a smaller production tn: the United 
States than in any year since 1917, the 
condition on April 1 being only 68.7

Polsiste Dei Seed Balls 


Good Looking Potatoes Grown From 
Seedlings In One Season 


In his report for 1928 the Dominion 


| horticulturist gives an interesting ac- 


count of an experiment with potato 
seed balls that formed on some of tho 
varieties of potatoes that were being’ 
grown at tho central cxperimental 
farm onJoamy land. Although theso 
seed balla were quite green at the time 
of harvesting, October 21, they were 
sarefully gathered and stored in paper 
bags, which were placed-in a warm 
room with the tops left open. When 


‘the balls began to shrivel the seeds 


were extracted, washed and Spread 
out. to ‘dry on muslin. 

In order to obtain tubers of a desir- 
able size the first season, the seed was 
sown in flats in the greenhouse the 
last week in March in a manner quite 
similar to that of sowing tomato seed. 
When the plants were sufficiently 
gSrown they were pricked out into flata 
two by two inches apart, Thege were 
again transplanted into strawberry 
boxes in warm beds and grown along 
in this Way until June 15, when thoy 
were planted out in the fleld in rows 
36 luches apart and 30 inches apart in 
the rows. By planting time tho plants 
had reached a height of ten to twelve 
‘inches. The Bame cultivation and 
care that was given the main potato 
crop was all that was necessary. While 
a wide variation was found in the 
habit of growth, it was the rare ex 
ception to find a plant that lacked 
vigor or showed indications of plant 
diseuses, such as leaf rall or mosaic. 
In fact many of the plants did so well 
that they produced seed balls. 

Out of five hundred hills it was pos- 
sible in 1923 to select sixty-five hills 
that gave promise of being of value. 
Tho . yield from the fudividual hills 
ranged in weight from a few ounces 
up to fivepounds, fifteen ounces. Quite 
a number of tubers weighed between 
nine and ten ounces, with a larger per- 
centage of the balanee running a good 
table size, An illustration in the ro- 
port of the products shows three good 
looking Green Mountain potatoes ot 
marketable size that were grown from 
the seedlings in one season.
